GROUNDWORK OF REPLY. 


Preparation of the groundwork on 
which the President’s reply to Ger- 11:35 
many will be based was begun at the “ 
State Department today. Officers’ of 
the department, together with other 
authorities who have been associated 
with the administration of the prob- 
lems created by the war, are now en- 
gaged in drafting memoranda for the 
use of the President. These-memo- 
randa will in most cases include not 
only discussion of the lega) aspects 
of the present status of the submarine 
issues, but also recommendations as 
to policy. 

This procedure is regarded here as 
another indication of the deliberation 
with which the President and his chief 
advisers are approaching the issue 
which the German note presents. 
There is not going to be the slightest 
haste In arriving at a decision, and 
consideration of the action to be taken 
will undoubtedly cover every possible 
contingency. 

A conference between the President 
and Secretary of State Lansing will 
be the first step toward the actual de- 
cision as to the course of this govern- 
ment. It is not likely that the con- 
ference will take place before the lat- 
ter part of the week. 

It became known today that the 
President will be advised to determine 
in advance precisely what measures 
he is willing to adopt or recommend 
to Congress in the event that Ger- 
many causes further unjustified sac- 
rifice of American lives in the course 
of the submarine operations.

try’s interests that I feel justified in 
making this request. 

“We are confronted with a new and 
terrible engine of warfare in the sub- 
marine, to consider only one of the 
big things which I have in mind, and 
I feel sure that, with the practical 
tndwiedge of the officers of the navy 
and some-of the keenest and most in- 
ventive minds we can gather to- 
gether, and with your own wonderful 
brain to aid us, the United States will 
be able as in the past to meet this new 
danger with new devices that will as- 
sure peace to our country by their ef- 
fectiveness. 

“If you feel tzat you would be will- 
ing to do this, 1 would like, a little 
later, when my plans are somewhat 
more matured, to consult with you as 
to the details of the organization pro- 
posed so that I can make it as effective 
as possible for the purpose intended. 

“With you, it might be well to asso- 
clate a few men prominent in special 
lines of inventive research, and I 
would like also to consult with you as 
to who these men should be. It is, of 
course, your aid that I rely upon most 
and if you are not able, for any rea- 
son, to do this, I will frankly hesitate 
to undertake the matter atall. Should 
you feel like accepting the task, how- 
ever, I know the relief which the coun- 
try would feel in these trying times 
at the anouncement that you are aid- 
ing us in this all-important matter. 

“If you could let me know as early 
as you may how you feel about this, I 
would appreciate it, as everything 
waits upon your answer, and I think 
we cannot be too expeditious if we are 
going to take this matter up at all.”

TRIAL DATE SET. 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC HOLDINGS 


WORTH MILLIONS ARE 
AT STAKE, 


The long-expected hearing of the 
six cases against the Southern Pacific, 
@ number of corporations and indi- 
viduals, oil operators, lessees, etc., by 
the government, involving thousands 
of acres of land in the San 
Valley, will begin in the United States 
District Court here November 1. 

The cases belong to the northern 
division of the southern district, but 
for the convenience of all concerned, 
it Was agreed that they should be 
tried here. They will be taken up 
seriatum, according to the present 
temper of Judge Bledsoe, as he indi- 
cated yesterday when the government, 
through E, J. Justice, special assistant 
to Atty.-Gen, 


Charles R. Lewers of San Francisco, 
representing the Southern Pacific, 
argued against the consolidation, and 
attorneys representing other defend- 
ants declared it would not only be 
@ financial hardship, but that it 
would ruin- many of these litigants 
if they were compelled to have their 
attorneys and witnesses in attendance 
in court during the trial of a consol- 
idated case, that according to the es- 
timate’ of Mr. Justice would not be 
less than three months. 

Judge Bledsoe in setting the date 
for the first cause of action said he 
would hear additional arguments on 
the question of consolidation Septem- 
ber 20 in this city, before the begin 
ning of the trial.
